It was found, about a vear aco. in the sand of
the sea-shor- e, near Kustenji, the ancient Con-
stant la, and consequently near the wall which
ran from the Danube to tho Black Sea, pretty
mncn in tne same conrsc as the Danube and tho
Black Sea Railway now does. The inscription
was on a bronze plate, nine inches by six, en-
graved within a shallow border. Dr. Cullen
states that this good-condu- discharge is re
markable as being of tho time ot Vespasian, and
iicing a rru-toria- guard s diploma, ot which
Cardinall only records four, and those all of
later date. The other class, given to troops of
the line and auxiliaries, is more numerous; and
there are nearly forty of them, ranging from
Claudius to jviaximus.
